Get a soap box of large size. Substitute wire netting for the top and two 
sides. Cut a round hole in the ijottom and insert in it a v/ire netting con-; v.ith 
a o*e-eighth-inch opening at the bottom and a half-inch opening at the top. 
.Place a fish head or piece of food Inside for bait. Elevate tht ^ ap a fev^ 
inches from the ground r.o the flies may enter. When the trap is c-.*owded lull 
the flies with boiling water.

The cone is inserted in the bottom of 
the cylinder. ])eiiig tacked to the hot- 
torn lioop. ""fho cone is IS inches in 
diameter at the base aud one inch in 
dhuneter ai: the apex, or top. It is 
irj inchn.s high. The edges of the cone 
.^oldei'cil or .-.■■v.ed tn;,itl.(.i v.::!; 
Wire. The top of the trap is made ol 
a barrel head, in which a hole 10 inches 
scpiare is cut and a screen door put in. 

Stale beer is the best lly bait, says 
tlie bulletin. Milk, or millc mixe^witli 
mashed overripe bananas, or one part 
of black-strap molasses aiid three parts 
water, or one part hrown sugar, m.ihe 
good baits. The sini]* mixtures sliouid 
be set in the sun a day or so lo fer- 
ment before .heirtg used. They should 
be put in large, shallow pans and 
T»laccd under tiie traps. "Where one 
bait attracts many honey bees auothei' 
bait should be used. 

l^ut traps in place.-i where the flics 
naturally congregate, tlie sunny side of 
a building out «f the wind. Keep liait 
containers well filled. Tliis gives 
larger catches and avoids the danger 
of flies breeding in tlu? hait. Empty 
traps regularly. Kill the llies with 
hot water. 

A sticky fly paper that may be used 
in the house is composed of two potmds 
of 'rosin and one pint of castor oil, 
heated together until it looks like mo- 
lasses and sprea"d with a paint brush 
on .any kind of paper while the gjlx- 
ture is hot.

-The inhabitants of this country arc? 
n6tably a fruit-loving ;in<l I'rnil-eating 
people. Notwithstanding this, how- 
ever, fruit culture has grown to l)e 
cl.i^sed am. :ip the specialties, and fc\,- 
persons wlio consume fruit are actu;il 
growers. The possibilities in fruit cul- 
ture upon restricted areas have been 
\ery generally overlooked, with the 
result 1h;'.t many persnu.s wlio own a 
city lot, a suburban home, or even a 
farm, now look upon fruit as a luxury. 
This can all be changed, and much of 
the land which is now practically 
waste an<l entirely unremunerative can 
he made to produce fruits in sutiiclent 
quantity to glye them a regular place 
upon the family bill of fare and at the 
s;ime time add greatly to the attrac- 
liveiie.ss of the table and healthf uiness 
of the diet. The home production of 
fruit stimulates an interest in and a 
love for natural objects which can 
only he acquired by that familiarity 
with them which comes through their 
cultiu-e. The cultivation of fruit.^ 
teaches discrimination. A grower Is a 
much more inti'lMgeiit l)uyer than one 
who has. not had the advantages of 
tasting the better dessert sorts as they 
come from llie tree. If every pur- 
chaser was a good judge of the differ- 
ent kinds of fruits, tlie demand for 
fruits of high quality, to produce 
which is the ambition of every ama- 
teur, as well as every professional 
fruit grower, would become a reality. 
But until some means of teacliinj the 
differences in the quality of fruits can 
be devised the general public will con- 
tinue to buy according to the eye 
rather than by the -palate. The en- 
couragement of the cultivation of fine 
fruits in tlie homo ga?;len will do 
much toward teaching buyers this disr 
crimination. 



MAKE WALNUT GRAFTING WAX 



i-orrr,Lila Given for Makmg Mixture 
That Thoroughly Heals Wounds 
—Apply With Brush. 



Walnut grafting wax is made as 
follows : 

Five pounds of resin, one pound of 
beeswax, one-half pound of charcoal 
iind one-quarter poaad itf^raw linseed 
oil. 

Melt the resin and cut the beeswax 

into .small pieces. When the rosin is 
melted, add the wax-to it, aqd after 
the y^ax is melted, add the charcoal 
and stir thoroughly. When the ohju'' 
coal has been thoroughly mixed with 
The resin and beeswax, tala; from the 
.stove and «dd the linseed oil. When 
this mixture cools It is a hard black 
cake. 

For use in tiie orchard fi piece largo 
enough for the amount of grafting to 
be done slftuld be cut from the cako 
and moltod liy heat.

Billiousness. 

The word "billiousness" has had 
varying torttjne in tbe language of 
medicine. At one time it was used 
to define indisposition of peculiar 
characrer, and at an 'ther physicians 
rejected it because they believed 
that it implied a wru.ng cau^e for the 
condition in questi.>n.

Rev. W. C. Hayes, in his 68th. 
year, died at his home in the East 
end at 9 o'clock Sunday morning, 
from a complication of troubles 
which for some months had ke^t him 
practically confined to^his home. 
His conditon for weeks harl been se- 
rious and the end was not unexpect 
ed. Rev. Hayes was one ot the 
best known ministers m Western 
Kentucky, having devoted bis life 
to that work.
